and other sales from Orange 
county were on the same sales 
basis, it was revealed yesterday 
by the Covina Fruit Exchange. 


This gives the season an optimis- 


tic start, as these prices, if maintain- 
ed, will bring a substantial profit to 
the grower. It is the intention of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change and other marketing organi- 
zations to handle the shipments in 
such a manner as to maintain this 
market, or better, it was stated. 


Valencia packing was in full swing 


in all the Covina packinghouses, get- 
ting out the quota allowed for this 
week. Florida shipments are drop- 
ping rapidly in quantity as the sea- 
son closes in that area, and the mar- 
ket is therefore becoming firmer. In 
the Covina area estimates on the 
Valencia crop is under question, as 
the picking of a number of groves 
shows less fruit than had been esti- 
mated. 


In the Orange county area the 


estimates are showing both over and 
above previous figures, and may re- 
sult in the final crop being as large 
as the early prediction. There is a 
belief, however, that thruout south- 
ern California the Valencia crop is 
to be less than was expected. 


All shippers were of the opinion 


yesterday that the quota system is 
to work to a decided advantage for 
the growers. Congestion of fruit in 
any one market will be prevented,

For Those Who Served— 


Next Wednesday is Memorial day. Where 


shall we go? To the beach, the mountains? 


A portion of the day might well be spent 


at either of these places, or hi a family gath- 
ering at the home, with a visit to a theater 
afterward. But it should occur to our citizens 
that there is a duty on that day which should 
be discharged; a duty to honor the memory 
of men who preserved this country in times 
of tragic emergency. We do not glorify war 
on that day, but deplore it, while at the same 
time honoring men and women who were 
willing to fight that the nation might continue 
to be a fitting place in which to live. 


These ex-service men's organizations and 


auxiliaries of women do not possess any pat- 
ent-right or copyright on patriotism. They 
do not claim that tney are the custodians of 
loyalty to country. They take the lead be- 
cause they are interested, and because they 
have participated in these national emergen- 
cies, and it is their desire to honor those who 
paid the Supreme Sacrifice. 


Memorial day should be a day in which all 


the citizenry is conscious of a duty and a 
privilege—that of paying tribute to the na- 
tion's defenders. One need not glorify war 
in honoring those whose duty it was to de- 
fend the nation. 


Parole Boards— 


This writer could never see why men ap- 


pointed for political reasons should be given 
the power to parole convicts from state 
prisons. One alleged authority declares that 
when certain credits have been established, 
the parole is virtually mandatory upon the 
parole board. If that is true, why maintain 
a parole board? Why not turn the responsi- 
bil'ty wholly over to the warden?

Darrow and the New Deal— 


Clarence Darrow, venerable lawyer, life- 


long Socialist, as a member of the committee 
reporting on the NRA, condemns virtually 
everything that has been attempted by the 
president's chief instrument in the New Deal 


The NRA, his report declares, has not pro- 


tected the small business man, but has pen- 
alized him, and large industries have been 
the beneficiaries of this legislation, if there 
have been any benefits. No doubt Darrow is 
right in the main, while at the same time 
making his statements too sweeping. The 
country will benefit by this lifting of the lid 
of criticism which has been under stifling 
covers since a year ago in March. 


But Darrow's error in failing to properly 


judge the New Deal comes from his life-long 
adherence to Socialistic doctrines. For the 
purpose of argument, one may admit that the 
Socialistic theory is correct, but this does not 
lay the foundation for complete repudiation of 
the NRA and the New Deal. Darrow knows 
better than perhaps others may know that 
the New Deal cannot function to the righting 
of all wrongs which are a part of our present 
system of business and finance. If this were 
a Socialistic government in fact, instead of 
being somewhat Socialistic in theory and in 
idealism, Darrow's criticisms would be in or- 
der. 
But the New Deal is functioning in a 


capitalistic country, and can only attempt a 
few, fragmentary reforms of a temporary na- 
ture. That is all that can be hoped for it, and, 
considering the condition we are in, it is some- 
thing. 


The NRA ballyhoo, and the tremendous 


activity of its personnel under General John- 
son, gave the country something to talk about, 
and prevented a complete breakdown of the 
government last year. The NRA, coupled 
with doles, saved the country from collapse, 
even if it may be nothing more than a post- 
ponement of the evil day. While this ballyhoo 
and activity was in progress it was hoped 
that something might happen, or could be 
made to happen, which would pull us out. It 
hasn't happened yet, but the New Deal should 
not be condemned; rather it should be praised 
for a desperate attempt to do something. 


Darrow has been judging the NRA by his 


Socialistic yardstick. He has been visualizing 
it as if Utopia had already arrived und was 
functioning, and with this as a premise, criti- 
cizes the New Deal for failure to aid the little 
as well as the big business man. 


The New Deal has been attempting to ride 


two horses going in opposite directions. It has 
been attempting to reform and revolutionize 
business and financial methods, while at the 
same time working desperately to overcome 
the immediate emergency. 


Under these conditions the New Deal has 


performed a job of heroic size. 


Our opinion is that the New Deal has added 


one year of life to our constitutional form of 
government, and whether it is to add other 
years remains to be seen. 


Concerning Dictators— 


Must we submit to government by dicta- 


tors? 


We have always been governed by dicta- 


tors. The world has always been governed 
and actuated by dictators in politics, religion, 
social forms, philosophy, what to eat and what 
to wear; where to go and where to remain. 


What we need in the Anglo-Saxon world 


is more realism. We need to separate our 
idealisms from realities. The Latin countries 
do a better job of realistic government than 
we, not merely as epitomized in Mussolini, 
but in the history of that country, including 
the governments of Rome, empire and repub- 
lic. The French are often accused of cynicism. 
They are Latins, and are realists. They sel- 
dom mix idealisms with facts. That's why 
they won't disarm, and are creating bigger 
and bigger armies. 


United States was founded on the 
—-BBnMaHOHISHB(BBaHBj 
"high, wide and handsome" basis, 
liberal-minded Anglo-Saxons, for the most 
part, in power. They were dictators. They 
crushed any group that would establish a 
monarchy here. Since that time a matter of 
ten per cent have done all the political think- 
ing for the remainder of the population. Nine- 
ty per cent has acted and voted as told, still 
believing theoretically in the principle that 
this is a democracy. A^democracy has never 
yet existed on this earth. All government, 
whether czaristic or Communistic in Russia; 
monarchial or Fascist in Italy; constitutional 
and idealistically democratic in the United 
States—have been dictatorships. For the most 
part the common people have had just about 
as much power as that high school boy who 
is allowed to sit in the mayor's chair for one 
day. 


If we were to set about the creation of a 


pure democracy, or a pure Communistic form 
of government, where the aim is that of com- 
plete equality in the sharing of all things, it 
could only be brought about by the establish- 
ment of a new dictatorship, as has been estab- 
lished in Russia, where two million Soviets 
govern one hundred and sixty million people. 
That is just about the ratio everywhere when 
it comes to actual participation in govern- 
mental affairs. A few have always made the 
rules, and the many have always done as 
they were told to do. 


Brains and courage rule the world. Some- 


times they are found in the one person or one 
political party. But generally, courage in one 
person is complemented or sustained by 
brains in another. Working together they con- 
stitute power. Democracy is idealism; dicta- 
torship is realism. We never catch up with 
the ideal; we have the real with us always. 


The trouble with the most of us is that we 


can't take time to consider what should be done 
because \ve arc obliged to consider what lias to 
be done.

QUINN THE MOST PRACTICAL 


CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR

'N a political situation which is otherwise fantastic, a 


touch of realism is giv°r* thru the announcement of 


John R. Quinn, who will be a candidate for governor. 


John Quinn doesn't believe that there is any miracu- 


lous method by which the state can be saved from this 
present threat of bankruptcy. He sees a long and painful 
road ahead for all of us, and he is willing to admit that he 
does not visualize the future in the form of a program that 
will cure all our ills. Step by step, he believes that we can 
pull out by taking advantage of small gains and consoli- 
dating those gains. His platform will not present panaceas 
and palliatives, schemes and theories, but will be a state- 
ment that he will do his sturdy best to right many evils 
we have brought upon ourselves, and that it cannot be 
done in four years, whether he is elected or some other. 
There is a long pull ahead. That's John Quinn's realism. 


John Quinn sees that this state may enter upon great 


public improvements of a lasting and beneficial nature, 
such as the central valley water conservation plan to which 
we are committed, and that the state is capable of almost 
limitless improvement, subject to our ability, first, to vi- 
sion the need, and second, to finance it. The day of pio- 
neering is by no means over, he says, but we are at present 
in a position where we must consolidate the gains of the 
past, realign our forces, and eliminate many grave errors 
that came because of over-enthusiasm and reckless spend- 
ing. 


John Quinn is the only candidate so far announced 


whose political education is not connected with pre-war 
beliefs. He understands that we are living in a totally dif- 
ferent world from that which produced leaders before the 
world-war and before the world collapse of business. He 
is one of the new millions who went thru the baptism of 
fire on the battlefields of France, and he is a product of 
that new leadership that came with reconstruction after the 
war. He does not want to go back to the "good old days" 
before the war, nor the false prosperity of the pre-depres- 
sion decide. He is headed toward the better days that are 
to be built on an understanding of the need for social jus- 
tice. We cannot, and must not, go back, he says. 


There are other friends of mine, with whom I have 


worked hi the past, who have announced themselves as 
candidates for governor, and they are men who have per- 
formed conscientiously in the past. But they seem obsessed 
with the idea that they must present a full and complete 
program that will cure us, providing they are elected, and 
there isn't such a program. The injuries that have been 
done to the state and nation are deep, some say almost 
mortal, from the standpoint of continuance under our pres- 
ent constitutional form. Like the human body, it will take 
time to heal these hurts. 


I am of the opinion that John Quinn possesses the san- 


ity to occupy the position of chief executive and take ad- 
vantage of favorable opportunities—to build a recovery 
program as he goes along, and to keep his feet on the 
ground. He seems to me to be the candidate that is more 
real and practical than any for whom we are going to be 
asked to vote next August.

research for practical business aid. 
Public libraries were first brought 
into being thru a matter of pride in 
academic education—the desire for 
culture for its own sake, she intimat- 
ed, and in the minds of many it is 
still a place merely to go for re- 
creational reading. 


BUSINESS AIDED 


But she made it plain how many 


different branches of business are 
being directly aided by the libraries, 
reviewing her own departmental 
work and its constant contacts with 
private and public business in need 
of source books. Among the many 
aids to present business and public 
necessity, she mentioned the con- 
tacts she is having with the cham- 
bers of commerce concerning books 
on subsistence farming, a new pro- 
ject to aid the unemployed. She 
mentioned also the surprising num- 
ber of unique demands made upon 
her in connection with new ventures 
in earning a living during these 
times of depression. Many of these 
somewhat desperate schemes could 
be aided with real and authoritative 
books on the subjects, but it was a 
forlorn fact that most of these ad- 
venturers into new business schemes 
had little or no idea how they were 
to dispose of their wares. Very few 
of them ever considered the possi- 
bilities of the market. 


Mrs. Leidendecker's philosophy 


concerning this changing world was 
revealed as progressive, and with an 
understanding that the old order of 
things has disappeared forever, and 
that we must all face new condi- 
tions. It is in the public libraries 
that much can be found that will 
aid in understanding these new con- 
ditions, she said.

of training the youth of today for 
the responsibility of citizenship. One 
of the outstanding flaws in our 
American civilization is the lack of 
respect for law and authority. 


Children are undoubtedly influ- 


enced by lack of respect exemplified 
jy their elders. Teachers, as a mat- 
ter of training, realize this situation 
and before pupils, always show re- 
spect for parents and for each other. 
5o parents do as well? We wonder. 


How could you possibly expect 


children to show respect for their 
parents when in too many homes 
Darents do not show respect for each 


children are exposed day after day 
is far too great for their good. 


The above remarks should not be 


interpreted as approval of static con- 
ditions of society or as disapproval 
of constructive criticism on the adult 
level. It is a very different matter 
to indulge in raucous, mudslinging, 
disrespectful criticism before imma- 
ture children. 


Most people have an exaggerated 


idea of the importance of the school 
in citizenship training and character 
building. The school is of course an 
important and positive factor in such 
education, but is only one of many — 
and probably not the most effective 
one.

Recreational advantages afforded 


Los Angtles county residents at the 
county mountain parks and public 
beaches, which prove of benefit to 
millions of adults and children each 
year, will be carried forward during 
the next twelve months without in- 
terruption or curtailment in service, 
but at a savings to taxpayers of 22 
per cent of the cost of the same ser- 
vice for the fiscal year just ending, 
according to the budget estimate 
submitted to the county board of 
supervisors for the period from June 
30, 1934, to June 30, 1935, by James 
EC. Reid, superintendent of the coun- 
;y department of recreation, camps 
and playgrounds. 


The budget for the current year 


ending June 30 was $230,471.10, while 
the budget estimate for the next 
;welve months is $179,106.42, effect- 


ing a saving of $51,365, of which 
$36,080 is in salaries. 


Not'"taken into consideration in 


these figures -is an estimated revenue 
of'$35,000 from various sources to 
the department, Mr. Reid stated. This 
will go into the general fund of the 
county treasury and thus cut the an- 
nual cost of the department to that 
exent. 


Attendance at the county recrea- 


tional camps at Big Pines and Cry- 
stal lake for the fiscal year, the de- 
partment's statement showed, was 
more than 400,000, which is about 
equal to the registration at Yosemite 
park for the same period.

HOW TO MAKE UP ONE'S MIND

(First Installment) 


The average person wants to do 


he best by his country that he can. 
Ordinarily he doesn't want this obli- 
;ation to invade his personal affairs 
very much. They are too immediate 
and pressing to permit of his spend- 
ng much time on anyone else or 
anything else. If he could only do 
iust as he wants, the less he saw 
of his government, local or national, 
;he better he would like it. But 
there are times when he gets stirred 
up enough to take a hand in what is 
aeing done and to wade in and clean 
up some unpleasant business, but 
when that is done he sinks back into 
liis general indifference. 


But there is a growing number of 


men and women, boys and girls who 
ind a real interest in their siirround- 
ings, political and economic. The 
young people just now are quite be- 
wildered and rather resentful that 
things are so hopeless for them. Per- 
haps they, in their turn, will do bet- 
ter than we have done. I have often 
wished I could know what was false 
and what was true, what I should 
believe and what shouldn't. To this 
group of young people who say of 
any condition, "If it is as bad as 
that why do we have to have it?" 
I take off my hat. Perhaps if they 
feel that way, they won't have to 
have some of these terrible scourges 
our generation has permitted. 


THE HOPE TO LIVE 


The young person of today is much 


more apt to look at matters scienti- 
fically, to try to diagnose the disease, 
than we ever were. Maybe soon they 
will "find out in a laboratory some- 
where what are the forces that moti- 
vate men to kill each other. As 
science crosses all boundary lines, 
so does the hope to live. These 
young people may find out that 


also feel more and more inclined to 
get in all the evidence I can before 
I close the case. I resent being de- 
luded—but after all it is generally 
one's ov/n fault. 


However, it takes considerable 


knowledge and rather more than 
usual judgment to discover what is 
propaganda and what is not. Some 
one has said, "Not truth, only opin- 
ion can travel the world without a 
passport." It often seems hopeless 
to find the facts and, having found 
a few, to wonder whether you have 
them all and whether those you 
haven't might not change your de- 
cision—if you had them. 


HOW SPOT PROPAGANDA? 
How, then, can we recognize pro- 


paganda for war for what it is and 
hence refuse-to become its victim? 
If a determined barrage of 'this is 
a war to end war," "we must fight 
to make the world safe for demo- 
cracy," should be again set up by 
newspaper, schools, motion picture 
and radio, who of us could with- 
stand it? Wouldn't we soon pitch in 
with holy ecstacy to perpetrate an- 
other carnage? Those who concoct 
this propaganda learn that they can, 
by intensive reiteration, make peo- 
ple at length believe anything at all 
they want believed. 


Is there any way of keeping one's 


mental integrity? Can we be taught 
how to discover the falsehoods in 
this bombardment to which we are 
subjected? 
Are there courses in 


school that teach how to unmask 
these emissaries of persuasion and 
sublety? Things we believe are jeer- 
ed at often, so we must have some 
reason, besides heredity and inhibi- 
tion and such, for the faith we have 
in us. 


So, the first step in the right direc- 


tion is a determination to get at the
